Hr  could  hastily  be  called  a great  »cholar, 
ilthough  he  what  the  world  calls  a 

treat  philoso|>her,  for.  whik  he  w as  great 
y "learned  inlall  the  learning  ot  sun.  star 
ind  planet,  ^ast  and  fish,  the  mind  of 
rpan”  and  eviry  creeping  thing  upon  the 
-Urth.  yet  hejdid  not  so  much  as  have  a 
passing  acquaintance  wit^i  the  classics, 
pot  even  so  inuch  as  learning  the  Greek 
alphabet.  B^  ause  of  his  dislike  for  the 
classics,  he  never  went  to  the  university . 
a'ml  of  coursel  never  took  his  degree.  He 
Smarted  out  kt  the  age  of  seventeen  as  a 
c^vil  engineeiion  the  Gloucester  and  Bir- 
mingharn  railyoad.  but  soon  gave  thi^  up. 
and  gave  himself  upjto  his  life-work. 

At  the  age  l>f  thirty,  he  endeavored  to 
g^'t  to  the  wi»rld  his  first  book.  "Social 
Statics;”  but  ilie  could,  not  find  a publisher, 
who  would  tijke  the  risk  of  getting  it  out. 
He  publishei^  seven  hundred  and  fifty 
copies  himself^  which  it  took  him  fourteen 
yehrs  to  sell.  | Five  years  later,  his  "Prin- 
ciples of  Psyciiology"  came  out  the  same 
wiy,  and  in  the  same  number  of  copies, 
which  after  giving  away  “a  considerable 
nuimlier,”  he  fold  the  remainder  in  twelve 
years  and  a hiilf.  It  contihoeil  about  this 
way  with  hin|  for  more  than  a quarter  ol 
a oenturv,  whi"!!  he  won  a name  ami  fan*f 
by'ievolving  a System  of  philosophy,  whicli 
rests  upon  wl^it  might  lie  called  his  grand 


and  conscience  of  the  individual  man,  com- 
iiirticing  often  early  in  life,  impresses  him 
witli  the  thought  or  conviction  that}  he 
ought  to  pryach  His  \Vor<|.  Such  imfires- 
.sion  may  come  more  and  morempiilly  as 
the  {icrson  grows  older;  If  hu  resi.sts, 
which  is  often  thecase.God  deepens  thvj  im- 
pression so  that  at  times  under. the  iodu'- 
cnee  of  a gooel  hymn,serin<fn,orj<*labaptis; 
iiial  gathering,  he; is  movei^  to  tears  at;tln| 
thought  that  he.  may  Ik|  neglecting  hi^ 
life’s  work.  If  these  Warnings  or  imilresi 
sions  are  still  unheeded,  | God  may,  smq 
ttsuallv  does,  place  him  i^n  a sivk  l»e(j,  or 
corner  him  on  some  other  iicninsula  ofllli? 
providence.;  and  so  head  him  ofi,  thist  hij 
cries  out,  ‘Lord  I y iehl.’  of  ‘Woe  is  my  if  \ 
preach  not  the  GoSiail,’  aiml  so  he  eifterti
